After a couple of mo:-chs, it was finally agreed that he would te ailowed to re- 
enter the U.S. on parole. It is very confusing -ho advised what, «io was pushing 
who, or why, but I&KS seemed to think CIA was pushing the hardest, but now has 
‘Changed its mind. Be that as it may, they seer to have set up two interviews for 
subject at the Eebassy, at the first of which he was told all the bad aspects" : 
of his situation, but--failed to tell him they had agreed to let hiz back in the. 
U.S. on parole. So subject took off on his ow with the aid of sae Catholic 
organizeticn, swem the river and made his way to Washington where te contacted 
an unsteted Congressicnai, probably Senate, conmittee, who passed him on to I&KS, 
apparently Generel Swirg himself. The General was not pleased, because obviously 
he had & rot potato. In short there were objections to every possible solution. 
Subject has a wife and two children legally resident in Florida and one of the 
children is an American citizen, and owns a home there, so paroling the subject 
anywhere else might cetse some bed pudlicity. , t
